Blessed is the people that know the joyful sound: they 


shall walk, O Lord, 
—Ps. 89:15. 


The five senses of man are a 
blessed gift from God. It is 
through these mediums of. sensa- 
tion that the experiences of life 
are most meaningfully interpreted. 
Without them, life would be a dull, 
bleak, colorless existence. 


How wonderful it is to be able 
to hear the symphony of the song- 
bird; to see the setting sun at 
eventide; to feel the handclasp of 
a friend; to taste the sweetness 
of the honeycomb; to smell the 


fragrance of the rose! But God has 


not endowed man with such facili- 
ties for mere selfish purposes. The 
ultimate aim of ~God-in~ creating 
man in His own image was for 
fellowship between Creator and 
creature. Thus it is that the Lord 
uses every faculty of man through 
which to reveal Himself as com- 
passionate, loving, and desirous of 
saving those who would trust His 
Son. 


The hearing sense of a human 
being is a_ priceless possession. 
When Jesus was here on this 
earth, He went about doing good 
and caused many who were deaf 
to hear for the first time. Just 
think of all the wonderful sounds 
that people have missed in life 
who were born deaf! How much 
we have for which to be thank- 
ful; yet, so few of us ever fully 
realize the great extent to which 
we have been blessed. It is rea- 
sonable, therefore, for God to use 
this sense of hearing as one of 
the many avenues through which 
He seeks to make Himself known 
to man. Indeed, God has prede- 
termined and foreordained that 
this particular faculty of hearing 
should be the chief means where- 
by sinners may know the Gospel 
and be saved. The Apostle Paul 
tells us about God’s plan concern- 
ing this matter in Romans 10:13- 
17: 

“For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. How then shall they call 
on him in whom they have not 
believed? and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher? And 
how shall they preach, except they 
be sent? As it is written, How 
beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace 
and bring glad tidings of good 
things ....So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.” 


A very interesting passage of 
Scripture that ties in well with 
our text is found in Job 37:5, 
“God

Jesus said, “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” There can be no question

on, “evidently, from the face of, 


that, Luke gathered his informa- 
tion just like any other historian— 
no evident inspiration about it; 
that he traced out everything 
from the first.” | 

“Didn't those other writers that 
Luke tells about try to do the 
same thing?” I answered. “Then 
why was it necessary for Luke 
to write an account? Those oth- 
er writers didn’t make things cer- 
tain; Luke makes them certain. 
He says, ‘I am going to write you 
an ‘account that you may know 
the things are certain.’ If he were 
writing to give a mere history 
to the world, it would not make 
things certain. What has become 
of all the memoirs of histories of 
Christ? Luke says that a number 
wrote them. Why have these ac- 
counts survived—Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, John and Paul?” 

“Well,” replied my _ interroga- 
tor, “I think you are putting too 
much emphasis on that.” 

I handed him a Greek con- 
cordance (I knew he was a Greek 
scholar) and a Greek Testament. 

“What is the Greek word for 
‘from the first’”’? I asked him. 

“*Anothen, ” he answered. 

“Now,” I said, “look through 
the Greek concordance and tell me 
what that word means.” 

“Well,” he replied, “in many 
cases in the Bible it means ‘from 
above.’ ‘A man must be _ born,’

crazy in a few short days.

Such a resolve is com- 
mendable, but it will not answer 
the question in a million years. 
You see, the question is: How are 
you going to get rid of your sins? 
Your answer may be: “I am going 
to forget mine.’ Well, I have sad 
news for you—God is not going 
to forget your sins.

It is a kindly letter and we will 
publish it and the editor’s answer. 

How gladly I would go to Dr. 
Graham to show him any Scrip- 
tures, to plead with him. But I 
have already done that long ago, 
done all that I could do. I have 
loved Dr. Billy Graham, have 
prayed for him daily for at least 
ten years, as I did this morning. 
I asked him to serve on the Sword 
of the Lord Board and he did 
serve there until he came to the

I was on the board of North-

were there as Dr. Graham's 
guests, his article came out in the 
Baptist Standard of Texas, at- 
tacking those of us who said that 
Baptists should not give money 
to support the lectures of Nels 
Ferre and other infidels at South- 
ern Baptist Seminary at Louis- 
ville. He said we did not under- 
stand the parable of the tares and 
should leave modernists to God.) 

We talked long distance again 
and again. We wrote back and 
forth. All the counsel I could give 
Dr. Graham I did.»I have con- 
tinued his loving friend, even 
when I was compelled to tell him 
that I differed with him in his 
policy of running with modernists 
and of having unconverted men 
on his committees or to lead in 
prayer, and in sending inquirers 
back to churches which = are 
against New Testament Christian- 
ity. 

When Dr. Graham came to Chi- 
cago en route to San Francisco, 
he called me by long-distance tele- 
phone and we had a good chat. 
(And the same day, he distributed 
in Chicago before the National As- 
sociation of Evangélicals the book 
by Ferm attacking and slandering 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD, this edi- 
tor, and other fundamentalists!) 

People will hardly believe that 
Dr. Graham himself openly says 
that he is not a fundamentalist. 
He wants the support of funda- 
mentalists, but he constantly urges 
them to quit being fundamental- 
ists and quit attacking modern- 
ism. 

Dr. Graham’s example has en- 
couraged Dr. Alan Redpath of 
famous Moody Church to speak 
before the Church Federation of 
Chicago, along with infidels and 
enemies of the Bible, and encour- 
aged him to hear and to commend 
Nels Ferre. 

Dr. Graham’s influence has en- 
couraged Dr. Ockenga to speak 
for the Chicago Sunday Evening 
Club, to speak in a Unitarian 
Church, and recently to have the 
president of the Unitarian Associa- 
tion of America to speak in serv- 
ices celebrating the 150th anni- 
versary of Park Street Church in 
Boston.

A Beautifully 


Written Story 


Of the San Francisco Crusade 


CRUSADE AT THE GOLDEN 
GATE by Sherwood Eliot Wirt. 
Reviewed by the Editor. This ‘is 
the story of Billy Graham’s San 
Francisco crusade, and he wrote 
the foreword and furnished a 
keynote sermon’ for ‘the book. 
The book is: written with real 
literary charm and ability. It is 
the official report of the cam- 
paign endorsed by Dr. Graham. 
Dr. Graham was so pleased that 
he had Dr. Wirt resign his _pas- 
torate and go to Australia to write 
up the campaign there. 


From the book one gets a good 
picture of the expensive organiza- 
tion, the appeal to the general 
public, the newspapers, denomina- 
tional organizations, etc. However, 
whether wittingly or unwittingly, 
this book written by an ardent fan 
reveals some great weaknesses in 
the Billy Graham crusade in the 
Cow Palace. 


The Presbdyterian pastor-author 
seems not to have known old-time 
evangelists and not to have fa- 
vored them. He boasts that Billy 
Graham “is more polished than 
Billy Sunday, and he avoids the 
vivid deathbed scenes that D. L. 
Moady employed.” The author 
rather boasts about the pointless- 
ness of Billy’s preaching, the lack 
of offense, the kind of preaching 
that made no one angry, drove no 
one away, the kind of preaching 
that left Catholics who came for- 
ward still in the Catholic church, 
the kind of preaching that did not 
affect the crime rate or the morals 
of the city. He said, “One secret 
of Billy Graham’s power in San 
Francisco was his ability to bring 
Christians in touch with one an- 
other by omitting the things that 
divide them. There was a notable 
absence of the labels, cliches and 
stock phrases that Christians nor- 


mally use to distinguish them- 
selves. The word ‘Protestant,’ in- 
terestingly enough, was never 


once used in the Cow Palace.” 


The author seems proud that 
Billy was thus different from all 
the great evangelists of the past, 
Finney, Moody, Torrey, Chapman, 
Billy Sunday, Sam Jones, differ- 
ent from the preaching of Jesus 
who said, “I came not to. send 
For I am 
come to set a man at variance 
against his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the 
daughter-in-law against her moth- 
er-in-law. And a man’s foes shall 
be they of his 
(Matt. 10:34-36). 


The impact of modernists and 
socialists on Dr. Graham’s preach- 
ing may be seen by the astute 
reader when Dr. Wirt says, “The 
evangelist inveighed against racial 
intolerance, bigotry, slum housing, 
character assassination, the arms 
face, communism, a foreign policy 
based on ‘self-interest,’ alcohol, 
and exploitations in labor rela- 
tions” (page 46). That sounds like 
a report from the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. What part has 
slum housing. the arms race, and 
the government foreign policy in 
bringing sinners to repentance? 


Nevertheless this author, who 
evidently has never experienced a 
sharp, plain, divjsive, convicting 
dynamite in the hiatal of great 
evangelists of the past, thinks that 
the mild preaching of Billy 
Graham was strong against sin. 
He says, “There was something 
fascinatingly shocking about the 
way Billy Graham ‘told them off’; 
their pastors had not dared to 
talk to them like this.” Again he 
said, “There. was tremendous au- 
dacity to the message, tremendous 
authority, and yet it was accepted 
meekly because of the nature of 
the person who spoke.” But if 
Billy Graham had cracked down 


on those who sell liquor, as Billy 


Sunday did and Sam Jones, or on 
modernists as R. A. Torrey and 
Billy Sunday did, those who went 
on in sin rejecting Christ and the 
Bible would not have “accepted it 
meekly.” People did not accept 
meekly the way Jesus preached in 
Matthew 23, or the way Stephen 
preached in Acts 7, or the way 
John the Baptist preached to Her- 
od. . 

The author saw the “please 
everybody, offend no one” attitude

of Dr. Graham, and thought it 


‘was good. -On page 54 he said, 


“Billy Graham certainly has _ his 
faults, and there are times when 
his geniality and agreeableness 
are the despair of his associates, 
and when he makes promises he 
cannot fulfill; but whatever his 
mistakes, they always seem to be 
made out of loving impulses.” But 
the Bible never says anything like 
that about Jesus, or John the Bap- 
tist. or Elijah or Peter or Paul. 


| That geniality and agreeableness, 


making promises that one cannot 
fulfill) because of “loving impuls- 
es,’”’ was not the mark of Billy Sun- 
day or Sam Jones or R. A. Torrey 
or D. L. Moody or Dr. Bob Jones 
or even of the most mild and gen- 
tle Gypsy Smith. Such tempera- 
ment makes for good _ crowds, 
keeps from offending anybody, but 
also prevents a deep, searching, 
earthquake-like revival that 
brings a moral revolution to a city. 


But Dr. Wirt, who writes glow- 
ing words about the San Francisco 
crusade, does not like mass evan- 
gelism generally and is glad Billy 
Graham is not like the great 
evangelists of the past. On page 
57 Wirt says, “The common criti- 
cisms of mass’ evangelism—im- 
permanence, exploitation, disor- 
derliness, emotionalism—are © still 
valid, for unfortunately the abuses 
are still with us.” And in the 
next paragraph he says that Dr. 
Graham and his team have cor- 
rected “the sins of mass evange- 
lism.” 

But was there a great revival in 
San Francisco? Let Dr. Wirt say. 
On page 147 he says, ‘Neverthe- 
less it has become all too evident 
in the time since the closing rally 
that the moral life of the great 
metropolitan area was_ barely 
touched. There was no lessening 
of the crime rate. The upper stra- 
ta of San Francisco and peninsula 
society, with a few exceptions, re- 
mained supremely uninterested. 
There was’ no outbreak of revival 
—in the traditional sense—in the 
churches. It would be a grievous 
error to claim too much for the 
work of the Holy Spirit during May 
and June of 1958. It we are to 
assess the real values, we must be 
swayed neither by statistics nor 
by wishful thinking.” 

Of those who came _§ forward 
how many were saved? On pages 
148 and 149 Dr. Wirt says, “Hu- 
man nature being what it is, there 
were undoubtedly twenty-eight 
thousand reasons why the twenty- 
eight thousand people came for- 
ward at the San Francisco Cru- 
sade. Some came _ admittedly 
just ‘for kicks.’ Some came out 
of curiosity to find out what went 
on in the counseling room. Some 
went down because their girl 
friends or boy friends did, and it 
was less conspicuous (so it 
seemed) to go than to remain be- 
hind. Some were really confused. 
Some were Roman Catholic, and 
went forward as one would go to 
light a candle in an act of devo- 
tion. Some little children went 
along because they had to accom- 
pany their older brothers and sis- 
ters. Some adults went forward 
more than once in order to accom- 
pany members of their family. 
Some were seeking background 
material for a term paper on re- 
ligion. Some simply wanted a 
closer look at Billy Graham. At 
least one man went forward in an 
attempt to retain his sanity.” 


Elsewhere the team reports that 
only 1,300 of those coming for- 
ward were not already church peo- 
ple. On page 153 Dr. Wirt says, 
“The months that followed the 
San Francisco Crusade proved 
two things conclusively: first, that 
the participating churches were 
abundantly blessed by the meet- 
ing, and second, that the blessings 
did not consist primarily of new 
additions to the rolls. Individual 
churches felt the effect of Billy 
Graham’s presence in many ways. 
At first ministers were disappoint- 
ed to find that most of the refer- 
ral cards did not provide new tim- 
ber, but in a number of cases 
simply listed their own _ people. 
Some were disturbed to find their 
loyal and faithful workers sud-

operating Board), and Dr. Sam- 


uel H. Sutherland, president, in 
the foreword say, “During 1958 the 
Bible Institute of: Los Angeles, 
Inc., is celebrating its Jubilee 
Year. Since the school and its af- 
filiates adhere to the time-honor- 
ed position of the founders—a fact 
seldom, duplicated in the history 
of our land—it is altogether fit- 
ting and appropriate that The F'un- 
damentals be republished. This 
series first saw the light in 1909 
through the generous gifts of Ly- 
man and Milton Stewart. Distri- 
bution ran into the millions of 
copies.” Dr. Feinberg in his pre- 
face says, “The Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, Inc., under whose 
sponsorship they first appeared, 
is happy to declare by the repub- 
lication of the series that it main- 
tains now the same doctrinal basis 
as a half century ago.” 


This is a wonderfl set of books. 
Among the many famous defend- 
ers of the Christian faith whose 
articles are included in these big 
books are Canon Dyson Hague, 
George F. Wright, James Orr, F.

denly deciding to ‘accept Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord.’ Oth- 
ers were grateful that it had hap- 
pened even at that late date. 


“Most of the decisions of church 
people were for ‘reaffirmation of 
faith’ or ‘dedication’....” 

Most of those coming forward 
were church people, and most of 
them were coming not to be saved, 
but for “reaffirmation of faith” or 
“dedication.” 


On page 154 Dr. Wirt says, 
“Churches that could not point to 
a single new member resulting 
from the Crusade meetings could 
still report a new liveliness among 
the people in spiritual matters.” 
And again, .““‘We remain neverthe- 
less a_ statistics-minded people, 
and there were pastors and 
churches in the Bay Area who 
felt, when it was all over, that 
there was really not much to re- 
port for all the fanfare and ac- 
tivity. Some churches — received 
new members in_ considerable 
numbers but they were the excep- 
tions.” 


The book, Crusade at the Golden 
Gate, is frankly biased promotion 
in favor of the crusade. The liter- 
ary style is very attractive. 

Unfortunately, the book wholly 
dodges the one great point of ob- 
jection. That some evangelicals 
opposed the crusade is mentioned 
and scolded, but it is never even 


mentioned that some-devout Bible, 


believers felt it was wrong for 
Christians to yoke up with mod- 
ernists, openly unconverted men, 
enemies of the Bible, in the cam- 
paign and give them a controlling 
part in the campaign. And the 
good man who wrote, not know- 
ing anything about the great re- 
vivals and evangelists of the past, 
will probably never know that the 
reason the campaign had such neg- 
ligible results as far as a moral rev- 
olution is concerned and as far 
as large numbers with genuine 
conversion are concerned was 
primarily that it set out to please 
those who ought to have been re- 
buked instead of being pleased, 
and was controlled by those who 
did not want and would not know 
how to have an old-time Holy 
Ghost revival such as America has 
known in the past in many cases.

Your importance or mine is not 
the great issue in question. I am 
not very important in the eyes of 
the federal government. There are 
over 175,000,000 people in. the citi- 
zenship of the U. S. A. and when 
I am placed in such a huge crowd, 
I truly am of little consequence. 
Yet, I know how to get the fed- 
eral government interested in me. 
If I would go to the local post 
office, break in at midnight, and 
carry away $9.67 in change, im- 
mediately the federal government 
would begin to look for me. They 
would call out ten men or a 
hundred men; spend a hundred 
dollars or a thousand dollars. 
What for? Just to apprehend the 
man who stole $9.67. 

Beloved, it is not my importance 
nor is it the size of the theft. 
Something else is involved. It is 
the authority and integrity of the 
U. S. A. Suppose, on my arrest, 
someone would say, “Oh well, it 
was just $9.67 and after all he is 
a poor preacher. Let us_ forget 
the whole matter.” My friend, you 
know full well that it would open 
a flood gate and all respect for 
authority would be swallowed in 
a deluge of anarchy overnight. 

The real issue of the question 
does not hinge on my importance 
or yours but rather the integrity 
of God. Do you dare say that 
God’s honor is of no importance 
to Him? 

Be ye not deceived, God is not 
mocked. He will damn you for- 
ever. He will dry up the ocean 
to find you on judgment day. He 
will have to do this or the Devil 
will laugh Him off the throne. 
God dare not fail to climax sin 
with death. To do otherwise would 
compel Him to contradict Himself. 

You must face the’ greatest 
question of your life sooner or 
later. God Himself will see to it 
that you do face it. 


I, Religion Will Not Answer 


Read the story of Cain’s religion 
which failed to save him. “And 
Adam knew Eve his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Cain, and 
said, I have gotten a man from 
the Lord. And she again bare his 
brother Abel. And Abel was a 
keeper of the sheep, but Cain was 
a tiller of the ground. And in the 
process of time it came to pass, 
that Cain brought of the fruit 
of the ground an offering to the 
Lord.

Now here is a man who thought 
he could get rid of his sins by re- 
ligious activity. God had already 
made it plain, when He provided 
Adam and Eve a covering that 
clothed them for His presence, 
that blood must be shed. 

Cain decided that any kind of 
an offering was good enough. He 
brought the fruit of the ground, 
a basket of turnips. That is 
where the saying started: ‘You 
can’t get blood out of a turnip.” 

Cain’s offering suited him but it 
did not suit God. Please notice 
God had no respect for Cain or 
his offering. Many people boast 
that they have won the respect 
of men. It is far more important 
to consider if you have the respect 
of God. What a tragedy to take 
the trouble Cain took in putting 
on a religious ritual and then hear 
the declaration of God—Rejected. 
Be it forever known that God’s 
respect is not directed to you be- 
cause your hair is curly, straight, 
or ‘gone bye bye,” because you 
have dimples or wrinkles, Respect 
from God is obtained through the 
offering that He commands. 

Abel’s offering did not show 
much earthly beauty but it surely 
brought a heavenly bounty; for we

read in Hebrews 11:4: “By faith 
Abel offered unto God a more ex- 
cellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he 
was righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts; and by it he being dead 
yet speaketh.” 

Abel found the answer to his 
question, How shall I get rid of 
my sins? God’s Word declares that 
he had God’s testimony that he 
was right, 


II. Scoffing at Judgment Will 
Not Answer the Question 


Egyptians may have scoffed at 
God’s warning. We read: “For I 
will pass through the land of 
Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the first born in the land of 
Egypt, both man and beast; and 
against all the gods of Egypt, I 
will execute judgment: I am the 
Lord. And the blood shall be to 
you for a token upon the houses 
where you are: and when I see 
the blood, I will pass over you, 
and the plague shall not be upon 
you to destroy you, when I smite 
the land of Egypt” (Exod. 12:12, 
13). 


Here, again, God has declared 
that judgment is certainly com- 
ing. Please notice there is no 
variableness in God, nor in His 
provision to escape His wrath. It 
is in the blood. 


The Israelites had listened to 
God’s preacher. They had _ each 
takén his lamb and made the 
sacrifice according to the word 
of the Lord through Moses and 
Aaron. They sprinkled the blood 
on the™~door posts, not because 
they understood how this would 
forestall the judgment of God, but 
because God had said for them to 
do it. 

Many people say, “I can not 
understand how the _ blood will 
purchase my redemption.” What of 
it? A great many people driving 
automobiles cannot explain the 
principles of ignition, carburetion, 
compression, and combustion. 
Have you ever noticed that this 
lack of knowledge never inter- 
feres with their willingness to try 
to drive an automobile? 

Is it not a sad commentary 
against man that he only becomes 
overly astute when he ponders on 
believing God? Any other activity 
of life only has to offer a glimmer 
of evidence and he will swallow 
all the substance, but when it 
comes to trusting a loving God 
whose mercies are on every hand, 
the poor dupe says, “I can not 
believe unless I know all the 
answers before I start.” 

The Israelites did what God told 
them to do and wisely left it up 
to God to figure His own plan for 
showing mercy. Friend, why don’t 
you do the same? 

Now there were scoffers in the 
land of Egypt. They do not all 
live in your town, for there were 
some living in those days, too. 

I do not. know who the scoffers 
were but I Know what they did. 
They stood and mocked while the 
Israelites busied themselves obey- 
ing God’s orders. Yea, man, these 
scoffers folded their arms. and 
laughed, saying, “See those re- 
ligious fanatics over there smear- 
ing that blood around? They sure- 
ly have gone crazy about religion. 
Religion is all right but I don’t 
believe in making a show of it [If 
I didn’t have enough to show, I’d 
be as ashamed of it as you are}; 
what good will that blood on the 
door post accomplish?” Next 
morning, when they entered the 
bedroom and found their first 
born still and lifeless, they quit 
laughing. 

One reason no one can influence 
me by laughing at my Jesus is 
that they always have to borrow 
my songs for a funeral. I’ve never 
yet.attended a funeral where they 
sang, “Yes, We Have No Bana- 
nas,” “Pistol Packin’ Mama,” 
“Mule Train,’ or “Good Night, 
Irene.” Strange as it seems, when 
I go to a funeral, they are prone 
to sing, ‘““‘What a Friend We Have 
in Jesus,’ “In the Garden,” “In 
the Sweet By and By.” Beware 
of the temptation to scoff at judg- 
ment lest when the death angel 
comes, your scoffing will not fore- 
stall him. 


III, Men’s Opinions Will Not 
Answer the Question 
I Peter 1:18: ‘“‘Forasmuch as ye 


know that ye were not redeemed: 


with corruptible things, as silver 
and gold, from your. vain conver- 
sation received by tradition from 
your fathers.” 

My unsaved friend, please do 
not play the fool and defy this 
plain declaration of God. Do not 
think that eternal salvation can 
be obtained by loud and lusty re- 
buttals proffered against God's 
Word; such as, I think thus and 
so, My old grandpa always’ felt 
this way about the matter. Re- 
member? The Bible says, “. . . 
Your vain conversation received 
by tradition from your fathers.” 
It just will not take you to 
Heaven. 


IV. The Gift of God—Salva- 
tion in Christ—Will Answer 
the Question 


Although you can not be re- 
deemed by gold, silver, vain con- 
versation or borrowed traditions, 
you can be saved through Christ. 

Read First Peter 1:19, “But with 
the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish. and 
without spot.” 

Ah, here it is. God’s cure for 
the world’s number one killer. The 
precious blood of Christ. 

No one should be surprised that 
it is in the blood. After all, the 


‘most valuable thing you own is 


about five quarts of blood. Some 
of you may have stocks and bonds 
sewed in your mattress (from the 
smug look on your face) but you 
could lose those and it would not 
kill you. As a matter of fact I 
have been guilty of wondering if 
it would be a good thing for some 
people to lose some of the “things’”’ 
they have acquired in recent 
years. It might help them to get 
back to prayer meeting. Least- 
wise, I recall that they were in 
prayer meeting before they got 
the ‘things’ and so it must be 
the “things” that keep them from 
prayer meeting. 

No, neighbor, we could lose 
everything but a little food and 
raiment and it might prove a 
boon to our prayer life. However, 
if you ever lose five quarts of 
blood all at once, it is all over 
for you in this earthly journey. 
Your life is in your blood. Your 
blood is the most precious thing 
you own. It courses through your 
body carrying life-giving food and 
oxygen to every organ, fiber, and 
tissue, making that journey over 
a network of blood vessels which 
have been designed and developed 
by an omniscient Creator in a 
network of thousands of miles and 
yet placed within confines of a 
body that rarely grows more than 
six feet in length or more than 
three and a half feet in girth. 


There is an estimated three 
hundred miles of blood vessels in 
the kidneys alone. If they were 
laid side by side, they would make 
a solid covering for an acre of 
ground. You are only alive in a 
physical sense because this blood 
is moving throughout your body. 

Yet as valuable as this blood 
is to you, it is doomed to fail one 
day; the virus of death is already 
deteriorating its very life because 
it is sin-cursed blood. You, my 
friend, must die because your 
blood is imperfect. Oh, if only our 
blood was perfect as God is per- 
fect, pure as God is pure. That 
is the reason the blood of Christ 
is precious. In His veins flowed 
blood as pure, perfect, and holy 
as God Himslf. It is not only the 
quantity of blood, but the quality 
of the blood of Christ that takes 
away our sins. 


V. The Blood of Christ Does 
A Perfect Work 


The Word of God tells us of 
God’s answer, the cleansing blood: 
“But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fel- 
lowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (I John 
i Se & Be 

God does not thus declare that 
the blood of Christ takes away 
part of your sins and mine; not 
just those committed until our 
salvation; but, hallelujah! all of 
them—past, present, future—they 
are all gone. The literal sense of 
the word “‘cleanseth” in I John 1:7 
means “to keep on cleansing.” 
This makes it even more wonder- 
ful. 

One December day I took my 
car to the station to have it wash- 
ed. It was covered with a generous 
coat of traffic film, dust, tree sap, 
and other accumulations of several 
months’ standing. I was curious to 
see its original color once more. 


‘My, how it did shine when I 
picked it up after the wash job 
was done. I started driving down 
the road feeling real proud and 
happy. About a mile from the 
station I met a truck and a mud- 
hole at the same time. That truck 
simply dashed one great sheet of 
melted snow mixed with mud, oil, 
cinders, and general filth all over 
that new wash job. Headlights to 
taillights, it was as besmirched 
as a Baptist deacon at a barn 
dance! 

Brother, I went down the road 
talking to myself. Imagine! Paid a 
dollar and seventy-five cents for 
that operation and tén minutes 
later it was ruined. Just as my 
disposition was about to sour for 
the day, God gave me a thousand- 
dollar illustration and I was glad 
it happened. Romans 8:28 will work 
in any experience of life. 

You see, it just occurred to me, 
if I could get a car wash job some 
where that would keep on cleans- 
ing my car, it would always be 
clean. Praise God, the blood of 
Jesus Christ His Son keeps on 
cleansing the saints. There are 
many mudholes on this pilgrim 
pathway, but we have an Inter- 
cessor who keeps us clean before 
God. “But this man because he 
continueth forever, hath an un- 
changeable priesthood. Wherefore 
he is able to save them to the 
uttermost that come unto God by 
him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them” (Heb. 7:24, 
ys 

The blood of Christ gives a fin- 
ished cleansing, eternally accept- 
able unto God. Since God is will- 


ing to accept the offering, you 


can surely take this same salva- 
tion and claim for your own pro- 
mise of Romans 5:9. “Much more 
then, being now justified by his 
blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him.” 


VI. Answered for Time and 
Eternity 


God has one and only one rem- 
edy for the certain death from sin. 
It is the blood. We started at 
Genesis and we shall end at Reve- 
lation; from one end to the other 
God’s demand is always the same. 


“And they overcame him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by 
the word of their testimony; and 
they loved not their lives unto the 
death” (Rev. 12:11). 


These people are in Heaven and 
rejoicing in their ultimate victory 
over Satan. How did they get 
there? God’s Word says, “. . . By 
the blood of the Lamb... .” 


My friend, if you ever have 
God’s answer to the question, 
‘How shall I get rid of my sins?” 
you will find it in the blood of 
Christ, the only remedy God will 
accept. Yet as vitally important 
as the blood is, it takes two things 
to get you to Heaven. Those saints 
in glory were there by the blood 
of the Lamb—and the word of 
their testimony. 

Many, many people will miss 
Heaven on this point, for they 
are only willing to admit, in a 
passive way, that the Bible is the 
truth. You may have a ten-dollar 
bill in your pocket and you may 
believe without reservation that 
it is a ten-dollar bill, but to mere- 
ly believe is not enough. You must 
act upon your belief. You must 
go to the grocer and claim its 
purchasing power or you could 
starve to death with money in 
your pocket. In similar fashion, 
you may go to Hell with salva- 
tion as free as sunshine, unless 
you claim its purchasing power. 


It is not enough to merely give 
assent that the Bible teaches us 
the blood of Christ is the only 
remedy for the sin that will one 
day separate you from God for- 
ever. You must act upon this be- 
lief and claim its purchasing pow- 
er. 
Come to God before men and 
testify to God before men that 
you are accepting and trusting 
the finished work of Jesus Christ, 
His Son, as your sin offering. Ro- 
mans 10, verses 9 and 10, says, 
“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
Shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation.” 

Again God says: ‘For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13). 

If you will make Heaven your 
home, if you will go where there 


a 


is no more death, then put your 
own testimony along with the 
blood of the Lamb. Declare your- 
self this day: “I am accepting 
Christ and testifying to God that 
He is my offering for sin.”

light of these two portions of 
Scripture. God has spoken to the 
heart of ‘every person who has 
been born again by faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. To those of us 


who have been saved, God has 


pronounced a benediction of bless- 
ing. “Blessed is the people that 
know the joyful sound,” say the 
words of our text. There are 
many ways in which God has 
spoken to us, but let us think just 
here about the voice of God in 
the following considerations: 


I. The Sound of Salvation 


To those of us who are saved, 
the still small voice of God that 
first brought inner peace is more 
than a precious memory. It is a 
reminder that we have been saved 
by the grace of God. Man is to- 
tally depraved; he is doomed as 
a sinner. How marvelous to know 
that God made the first move in 
our redemption. In John 6:44 
Christ said, “No man can come 
to me, except the Father which 
hath sent me draw him.” Oh, 
thank God for the time in our 
lives when first the Spirit of God 
spoke to our hearts about Jesus. 
It is only through Christ that God 
can speak the Word that sets us 
free forever. Paul wrote in Heb- 
rews 1:1, 2, “God, who at sundry 
times and in divers manners spake 
in time past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, hath in these last 
days spoken unto us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed heir of 
all things, by whom also he made 
the worlds.” 

The only way that lost people 
can be saved is to let God speak 
to their hearts through His Son 
and then believe. To a sinner who 


knows that he is lost, it is a most 
welcome sound to hear the glad 
tidings of the Gospel that Jesus 
saves! One of my favorite radio 
programs is the Old-Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour. No other group can 
sing the theme song of this pro- 
gram like the Old-Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour Chorus! My heart lit- 
erally leaps for joy whenever I 
hear them sing that glad refrain, 

“We have heard the 
sound, 


Jesus saves! Jesus saves!”

People clamor today for’ the 
sounds of popular music and the 
latest jazz orchestra. Technologi- 
cal experts have produced high fi- 
delity equipment that will repro- 
duce recorded sounds almost per- 
fectly. But until a man has heard 
the sweet sound of salvation in his 
soul, he has missed the greatest 
sound ever to grace a mortal’s 
ear! A song of praise for God's 
gift of eternal life should be on 
the lips of every Christian. 
Heaven’s love story could never be 
complete without the symphony of 
salvation ringing aloud in our 
hearts.

So personal has been this bless- 
ed sound of salvation that unsav- 
ed ears are deaf to the tender 
wooings of Jesus Christ. The re- 
ligionist who trusts in church 
membership to save has never 
heard it. The faith plus works 
crowd who demand baptism for 
salvation has never heard it. The 
liberal and modernist who denies 
the deity of God’s only begotten 
Son has no idea what it is like. 
But, thank God, every dear saint 
of the Lord knows whereof I 


speak. No wonder Jesus said in 
John 10:27, “My sheep hear my 
voice, and I know them, and they 
follow me: And I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand.” 


Truly, the greatest sound that 
you will ever hope to hear is the 
tender voice of the Saviour as 
He asks to be invited into your 
heart.

separated lives for the glory of 
God. 

A very good test for every pro- 
fessing Christian to make in his 
own heart is described in I John 
5:3. Consider this verse of Scrip- 
ture which says, ‘For this is the 
love of God, that we keep his 
commandments: and his command- 
ments are not grievous.” My dear 
Christian friend, if you find that 
keeping the commandments of 
Gods’ Word are “binding” and a 
constant source of annoyance and 
difficulty, then best you search your 
heart. with a frank interrogation, 
“Have I truly been born again?’ 
It may well be that you have 
never been saved. It is not reason- 
able that a child of God should 
feel “cramped” or “tied down” 
when called upon by the Lord to 
make a complete surrender to 
Jesus Christ! Remember, the Bible 
says in Romans 12:1, 

“T beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your REASON- 
ABLE service.” 


The great tragedy of this day is 
the woeful lack of Bible preaching 
on the doctrine of separation. In 
far too many pulpits, sin is never 
defined. Church members are 
never challenged to forsake sin 
and worldliness in order to get 
closer to the Lord. So. many 
Christians live no differently than 
the unsaved people about them, 
I am 
frankly. amazed at the great ig- 
norance on this important Bible 
teaching that I find so prevalent 
among Christians today. 


When I first began my ministry 
in my present pastorate, I preach- 
ed a number of sermons. empha- 
sizing the fact that God’s people 
should live a separated life. I no- 
ticed a somewhat puzzled look on 
the face of my organist everytime 
I would mention the term “separa- 
tion.”” One day while we were en- 
gaged in conversation on that par- 
ticular subject, he told me why he 
had seemed. so bewildered each 
time I used the term. For the first 
few messages, he actually thought 
I was advocating separation of 
Christian husbands and _ wives 
from their unsaved companions 
in order to serve the Lord! Pre- 
viously, you see, he had no idea 
that the Bible taught separation 
from worldliness for Christians. 
Oh, how we need to preach, live, 
and take an uncompromising stand 
for Christ and against sin! We do 
not have to wonder how God feels 
about the matter. His Word is 
clear and to the point. In ITI Cor- 
inthians 6:17-18 the Bible says, 
‘Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing; and I will receive you, and 
will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty.” 


One of the main reasons why I 
believe in Tennessee Temple 
Schools and urge young people to 
attend. this institution is the 
strong stand that is taken by both 
faculty and student body for sep- 
arated Christian living! I know 
of no Baptist school anywhere 
that takes such an outspoken 
stand against sin and worldliness. 
It means a great deal to pastors 


~|an@ consecrated parents to know 


that we can send our young people 
up here to receive an education 
that will be truly Christian in 
every respect. Students come home 
from Temple with increased de- 
votion to Jesus Christ and a 
thorough determination to put 
Him first in everything. This is 
as it should be. Only God knows 
how many young people have left 
a good Christian home, attended 
a worldiy college or university, 
and then returned as backsliden 
and far away from God as a Chris- 
tion can get this side of the sin 
unto death! 


Listen, young people, the clarion 
call of God unto a separated life 
is a joyful sound to the yielded 
Christian. The order is always 
FROM sin UNTO Christ. God pity 
the worldly Christian who lacks 
sufficient love for Christ to take 
this stand. If the appeal of cigar- 
ettes, strong drink, movies, danc- 
ing, card playing, shorts-wearing 
—ahd all the rest—means so much 
to you that these things have a 
place in your life, then you do not 
know the joyful sound of separa- 
tion! You are missing countless 
blessings and the joy that can 
come only from complete surrend-

lil. The Sound of Service 


While it is true that every 
Christian is saved to serve, we 
must also recognize that there is 
the special call of the Lord for 
Christian service. Doubtless, most 
of you have experienced this call; 
otherwise, you probably would not 
be here. Many of you could be out 
in the business world making a 
name and fortune for yourself if 
you did not believe that God calls 
people into Christian service. 
However, do not ever entertain 
the idea for even a moment that 
you have accepted a “lesser” call! 
Remember, ‘Blessed is the people 
that know the joyful sound!” I 
say this in Christian love and as 
tenderly as I know how: You can 
never do the work of an evangel- 
ist, pastor, missionary, or teacher 
if you yourself do not have a deep 
conviction in your heart that God 
has called vou! 

The Lord spoke to Samuel in 
the tender years of the prophet’s 
life and called him to service. 
Samuel’s reply was one of obedi- 
ence and _ submission. “And the 
Lord came, and stood, and called 
as at other times, Samuel, Sam- 
uel. Then Samuel answered, 
Speak; for thy servant heareth” 
(I Sam. 3:10). Here was a defin- 
ite call to service. The prophet 
Isaiah had a similar call from the 
Lord. He said, in Isaiah 6:8, 9, “Al- 
so I-heard the voice of the Lord, 
saying, Whom shall I send and 
who will go for us? Then said I, 
Here am I; send me. And he said, 
Go, and tell this people ... .” 

In the New Testament, we learn 
in the ninth chapter of Acts that 
Saul of Tarsus was traveling down 
the Damascus road when he 
first met the Lord. After Christ 
was revealed unto him, the noble 
apostle humbly asked, “Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” 
With a definite consciousness of 
God’s call to service, Paul em- 
barked upon a career for Christ 
that stirred the world in his day. 
He endured all manner of hard- 
ship, privation, and _ persecution 
without regret. His philosophy was 
i . that what things were gain 
to me, those I counted loss for 
Christ. Yea, doubtless, and.I count 
all things but loss for the excel- 
lency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus my Lord: for whom I have 
suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I 
may win Christ.” 

Believe me, the time will come 
when many of you will find it 
necessary to walk alone with God. 
There are many trials and testings 
along life’s way when one is out 
to serve the Lord. But you will 
never be able to obtain the victory 
and have inward peace and satis- 
faction unless, above all else, you 
have heard the blessed sound of 
God’s call to Christian service! It 
is so vitally important that you 
know for certain that God has 
called you for some specific task 
in the service of the King. 

Personally, I never entertained 
any childish or youthful ambitions 
whatever for the ministry. It was 
not until my last year and a half 
in the service during World War 
II that I had any inclination what- 
ever that God might be speaking 
to my heart for the ministry.

says Christ—‘anothen’—born from 
above.” 

“Very good,” I added. “Now let 
me read the’ Greek to you and 
translate it in this passage of 
Luke: ‘Having been instructed in 
all things accurately—anothen— 
from above.’ Why not translate 
anothen that way here, since you 
do translate it that way in other 
cases in the New Testament? A 
good many scholars deny that 
anothen should be translated ‘from 
above.’”’ I went on. “I have stud- 
ied what they say, and it seems 
to me they make out a poor case 
he Fs 

My friend replied that he did 
not know that that word was 
there. Now note the object was 
that Luke was to write to pro- 
duce absolute certainty. He had 
heard a good many things on this 
problem. Luke says, “Having been 
instructed in all things from 
above, I will write you so you may 
know the certainty of the things 
that are believed among us.” 

This staggered my lawyer. 

“Anyway, whether you accept 
that position or not,” I said, “you 
see the need, that when one goes 
to write a history of Christ he 
must write about Christ’s boy- 
hood; that, Luke knew nothing 
about. He learned this from God, 
who told Moses many things and 
who told Paul about the Lord’s 
Supper. Paul says, ‘Jesus told me 
Himself.’ There is no record of 
Mary telling Luke, as some be- 
lieve. How did Luke find out just 
exactly what Elisabeth, the moth- 
er of John the Baptist, said when 
Mary visited her? How did he find 
out just exactly what Mary said 
when she sang the Magnificat? 
‘Now,’ says Luke, ‘if you would 
know the certainty of ‘these 
things you must know them from 
above.’ ” 

‘With the desire to secure the 
opinion of Dr. A. T. Robertson, 
of the Southern Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary and perhaps the 
greatest Greek scholar in Ameri- 
ca, I submitted to him some pages 
from this chapter in which the 
author discusses at some length 
the critical meaning of the word 
anothen and asked Dr. Robertson 
to give me his view on Dr. Car- 
roll’s interpretation of this Greek 
word. Replying to my query, he 


said: “The literal meaning of 
anothen is ‘from above,’ and the 
context in Luke’s Gospel will 


make good sense with Dr. Car- 
roll’s translation of it.”—THE EbI- 
Tor, J. B. Cranfill|. 


Bible Inspiration Could Not 
Depend on Man’s Wisdom 
or Choice 
“T will give you an uninspired 
account of Christ’s boyhood,” I 
continued, “the work that was 
palmed off on the world by the 
Roman Catholics, and I will ask 
you if it gives you strength. Now, 
will you ,please read that and see 
what a silly and indecent thing it 
is? Notice the way it deals with 
delicate subjects. Notice the bald 
immodesty in this uninspired ac- 
count. Notice the silliness, and 
then go down on your knees and 
ask God to help you never to 
doubt that the.Scriptures are in- 
spired. John said that he didn’t 
write everything that Jesus said 
and did; that he just wrote enough 
to superinduce faith, that you 

might believe, 

“Now, I was taught that the 
best way to reach a safe conclu- 
sion is to get a large induction of 
facts and then let a man try 
them. Therefore, I have selected 
several kinds of inspiration where 
the end was different, and no mat- 
ter what the end was, the end was 
certainly accomplished.” 

Then I asked this lawyer to turn 
to the account in the book of 
Numbers which tells of Balaam, 
who didn’t want to say what he 
said, but he had to speak what 
the Lord put in his mouth. He 
didn’t want to bless Israel, but 
God made him say what he didn’t 
want to say. 

“I will take a more remarkable 
case than that,’ I _ continued. 
“Turn to that passage in the New 
Testament, I Peter 1:10-12. 

““Of which salvation the proph- 
ets have inquired and searched 
‘ diligently, who prophesied of the 
grace that should come unto you: 
Searching what, or what. manner

of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when it 
testified beforehand the sufferings 
of Christ, and the glory that 
should follow. Unto whom it was 
revealed, that not unto them- 
selves, but unto us they did minis- 
ter the things, which are now re- 
ported unto you by them that 
have preached the gospel unto you 
with the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven; which things the 
angels desire to look into,’ ” 


“There it is said that the proph- 
ets received a communication 
from the Holy Spirit that they 
themselves did not understand and 
that they earnestly inquired the 
meaning of it, but they wrote it 
down just like God gave it to 
them, and they studied their own 
prophecies just like you study 
them. That was not human com- 
prehension, Oftentimes the proph- 
ets did not know the meaning of 
what they wrote down. Do you 
suppose that Isaiah comprehend- 
ed everything that he wrote about 
the salvation of the Gentiles? 
They prophesied about the com- 
ing of Christ, and they were very 
anxious about the time when 
Christ should come and wanted 
to get a time definitely fixed.” 


Translation, Copying, Chapter 
and Verse Divisions Not 
Inspired 

Now, the next most important 
question is, what is not inspired? 
Well, first of all, a version is not 
inspired. A version is a_ transla- 
tion. We have the American 
Standard Version or translation, 
the King James Version and the 
Septuagint Version in Greek. We 
have the Old Testament in Latin, 
called the Vulgate, and hundreds 
of other versions. Into practically 
every tongue that has been spoken 
on earth this Book has been trans- 
lated. 

Versions, or translations, are not 
inspired; if they were, all of 
them would be just alike; but the 
original manuscript was inspired. 

What else is not inspired? Why, 
the division into chapters and 
verses. The Pentateuch comes -in 
just one book. There are different 
divisions in it, but it was just one 
book. That is why “and,” “and” 
goes on through it, connecting the 
books as we now have them. We 
know just exactly when it was di- 
vided into chapters, and who did 
it. That is not inspired. 

I will even go beyond that, and 
say that the copies of the manu- 
scripts were not inspired, and will 
go further than that, and say that 
We have no original manuscript. 
We take the three oldest manu- 
scripts—the Vatican, the Sinaitic, 
and the Alexandrian. These are 
the three nearest to the. original 
copy. There are hundreds and hun- 
dreds of manuscripts. 

Well, suppose a man had writ- 
ten on parchment, and after a 
while some other man comes 
along, and he wants some paper 
and he hasn’t any, and he writes 
on the vellum—that is, one thing 
on top of another; now you have 
to put a microscope on it to see 
the first writing. 

It would be interesting here to 
give the story of the manuscripts; 
also a story of the text and canon, 
but I must confine my discussion 
to the subject of inspiration. 


Perfect, Complete Inspiration 
Absolutely Necessary 


I come, now, to ask a question. 
Some have gone the Sunset Route 
from San Antonio to El] Paso, and 
will remember the Pecos Viaduct, 
where they crossed on that steel 
bridge and it made them dizzy to 
look down into that canyon, far, 
far, below. A young man was the 
architect of that bridge—quite a 
young fellow. If he had made a 
mistake as to the kind of steel, 
or in one-eighth of an inch of a 
certain piece of material, or the 
wires had been at fault; if he had 
not exercised infinite precaution 
in the knowledge of material and 
the greatest knowledge in putting 
things together, then the great 
trainload of people would have 
been precipitated into that river. 

What, then, do you think is 


necessary to make the bridge that- 


will span the chasm between earth 
and heaven? Is there any mere 
human wisdom that could do it? 
We don’t want a probable stand- 


ard—nor one of such uncertainty, 
but we want something that is 
absolutely infallible and -irrevoc- 
able, and the Bible is called holy 


because it is that _ infallible, 
theopneustos product of the Holy 
Spirit. 


The Bible is the Word of God. 

All the Bible is the Word of 
God. | 

A great many people. say, “I 
think the Word of God is in the 
Bible, but I don’t believe that all 
of the Bible is the Word of God; 
it contains the Word of God, but 
it is not the Word of God.” 


would require inspiration to tell 
the spots in it that were inspired. 
It would call for an inspiration 
more difficult than the kind that 
I talk about, in order to turn the 
pages of the Bible and find out 
which part is the Word of God. 

“Oh,” says one man, “I can pick 
them out.” But can you satisfy 
Mr. B.? He can pick them out, 
too, but he doesn’t agree with you. 
So, whatever you do when you 
preach, don’t preach a spotted in- 
spiration, or you will have to find 
an inspired man to find the spots. 

In other words, with reference 
to the Scriptures, inspiration is 
plenary, which means full and 
complete, hence my question is, 
“Do you believe in the plenary in- 
spiration of the Bible?’ If the in- 
spiration is complete, it must be 
plenary. 

My next. question is this: “Do 
you believe in plenary verbal in- 
spiration?”’ 


The Very Words Inspired: 
Verbal Inspiration 


I do, for the simple reason that 
the words are mere signs of ideas, 
and I don’t know how to get at 
the idea except through the words. 
If the words don’t tell me, how 
shall I know? Sometimes the word 
is a very small one, maybe only 
one letter or a mere element. The 
word with one letter—the smallest 
letter—shows the inspiration of 
the Old Testament. The man that 
put that there was inspired. 

Take the words of Jesus. He 
says, “Not one jot or tittle of 
that law shall ever fail.” 

The “jot” is the smallest letter 
in the Hebrew alphabet and the 
“tittle’ is a small turn or projec- 
tion of a Hebrew letter. He says 
the heavens may fall, but not one 
jot or tittle of that law shall fail. 
Then He says that the Scriptures 
cannot be broken. 

What is it that cannot be bro- 
ken? Whatever is written cannot 
be broken if it is theopneustos. 
But the word is not inspired if it is 
not theopneustos, which means 
God-breathed, or God-inspired. 

Let us take that case that Paul 
spoke of in the letter to the Gala- 
tians, where it is the number of 
the word, whether singular or 
plural, that determines the argu- 
ment. Paul speaks confidently and 
says: 

“Now to Abraham were the 
promises spoken, and to his seed. 
He saith not, And to seeds, as of 
many; but as of one, and to thy 
seed, which is Christ.’’-—Gal. 3:16. 

If the words are not inspired, 
what business had Paul making 
an argument on one of the words 
as singular and the other plural? 


The Perfect Unity of the 
Scriptures 


Take this fact: Commence at 
the first verse in Genesis, “In the 
beginning God created the heav- 
ens and the earth.” The second 
verse drops from the _ universe 
matter to this earth. Just in one 
sentence it drops to one particu- 
lar part of the universe; then it 
goes right on dropping from the 
general to the particular until it 
gets to Christ. It drops every one 
of the nations down to one nation 
—Israel—and from the ten tribes 
that were dispersed to one tribe— 
that of Judah—and from all the 
families of Judah: to that family 
that had David as its ancestor, 
then on to Christ. That is charac- 
teristic of the Old Testament. It 
goes the other way when we get 
to Christ, from the particular to 
the general. 

Where do you find that in any 
other book? Suppose a man finds 
some bones while having an exca- 
vation made for the foundation of 
a house, and another party finds 
other bones, and so on until one 
hundred have been found, and 
you put these bones together, and 
they make a perfect skeleton of 
joint and bone of a perfect ani- 
mal; they make a correct skeleton 
of an animal, but the bones must 


My objection to this is that it, 


all be there. What does this prove 
by the fitting of every bone and 
joint, of each part to the other? 
This perfect articulation of the 
parts proves that these bones were 
all the bones of one animal. 


Did that happen of itself? There 
must have been somebody back 
of all these bones who had the 
design in the making of that ani- 
mal. That would necessarily mean 
the fitting or corresponding of all 
these parts. The Bible is just like 
that. There never was a skeleton 
so well fitted as the books of the 
Bible, 

There was once a little Irish boy 
who said to me, “Mister, I have 
something to show you,” and he 
showed me nine speckled puppies 
and said, “Mister, would you be- 
lieve it? I can’t spare a one.” 

That is the way I am about 
the Bible. I could not spare one 
of these books of the Bible. If 
you take out one of the collec- 
tion, the Bible isn’t complete. 
Each part fits into the other part 
and is a demonstration of the de- 
sign and the structure of the 
whole sacred library. 

Now, take Sir Walter Scott. I 
read twenty-seven of his books in 
twenty-five days. He is a wizard 
writer—a writer most marvellous 
—but his books do not fit into 
each other that way. Take James 
Fenimore Cooper’s novels. His sea 
tales don’t fit his ‘“‘Leather-Stock- 
ing’ tales, nor do his land stories 
fit his “Leather-Stocking” stories. 
What is the matter? It is just like 
a train. A lot of coaches put to- 
gether must have a head, and so 
there is the great engine, and 
when that engine moves that 
coupling-pin holds these coaches 
together and the train acts as a 
unit. 

The Bible is as much a unit as 
that train. 

Now I am going to give you the 
most hyperbolical illustration that 
you ever read. Spread out a map 


of America and take the great |i 
Mississippi River System. Taking | #3 


our position at its head and look- 
ing toward its mouth, we see the 
rivers that come in on the left, 
viz.: the Chippewa, the Wisconsin, 
the Illinois and the Ohio, with all 
their branches; then on the right, 
the Minnesota, the Des Moines, 
the Missouri, the Arkansas and 
the Red, with all their branches. 
Now imagine all these tributaries 
coming into this great river, from 
the right and from the left, and 
that water going down until all 
these tributaries flow into the 
Gulf of Mexico. That exactly il- 
lustrates the Bible. 


The Miraculous, Life-Trans- 
forming Power of the 
Bible 


Take the case of Charles Had- 
don Spurgeon. He believed in that 
Book from cover to cover. He be- 
lieved that every part of that 
Book was profitable, and he 
preached four thousand sermons 
covering every book in the Bible. 
You can take one set of those ser- 
mons and put them together, and 
you have a complete commentary 
on the Bible. He believed it all. 
He preached sometimes from Job, 
sometimes from Esther. From 
anywhere in that Word of God, 
he would take a text and preach 
from it, and what was the result? 

Never since’ the days of Paul 
were so many people converted. 
What else followed? Homes for 
old widows, orphanages, colport- 
age, missions went out from that 
one man’s preaching, and all over 
the wide world those sermons 
went. A boy had one of the ser- 
mons in his hand when they found 
him, dead. A man was found fro- 
zen in the Alps with one of his 
sermons in his hand. A poor con- 
vict had his hand resting upon 
some precious treasure, and he 
was shot, and a bullet pierced his 
hand, and the treasure was one of 
Spurgeon’s sermons. 

Who ever heard of any one car- 
rying anything of the higher crit- 
ics around, anything that they 
have said on inspiration? I tell 
you the difference: Their criti- 
cisms are like jelly-fish—they 
have no weight, they have- no 
backbone—no legs to stand on— 
just jelly-fish.
